Dupins’ elbow was shattered. So 
was his pelvis. An artery was se- 
vered and he began losing blood at a 
terrible pace. 

Since the accident, Dupins has re- 
quired 74 units of whole blood and 
plasma to replace that lost by his in- 
Juries. 

Seventy-four pints of blood is a 
monumental amount to be pumped 
into a human body. An average 15- 
year-old boy’s body contains about 
10 pints. 

Blood is very expensive. 

The basic charge for a unit of 
whole blood is $55. Blood compo- 
nents like platelets costs less, about 
597 


Dupins’ father, who shares the 
name Carl with his son, says the 
youngster is well on the road to re- 
covery. But he is expected to stay at 
Doctors Hospital until February. 

And there remains a bill for 74 
pints of blood. 

Dupins’ friends and teachers at El 
Cerrito High have dedicated this 
year’s school blood drive to their in- 
jured classmate. 

Operation Relay has been 
scheduled for today at the school. 
For every two pints of blood do- 
nated, the Alameda Contra Costa 
Medical Association blood bank will 
deduct one pint from the amount 
charged Dupins’ family. 

And someone else who needs a 
transfusion will find a supply of 
blood ready. 

The blood bank’s van will be on 
campus from 8:30 a.m. to 3:30 p.m. 
Students and teachers willing to 
give of themselves can donate in a 
process that takes only a few mi- 
nutes. 

Giving blood hurts hardly at all. 

Blood bank spokeswoman Jean 
Coach said a local anesthetic is used 
and the donor feels nothing more 
than a slight pinprick. 

State law requires donors to be at 
east 17 years old. This means that 
Dupins’ tenth grade friends won’t be 
able to give. 

But their parents, older brothers 
and sisters can. 

Students who are 17 or 18 will re- 
quire written permission from their 
parents before giving blood. Donors 
must weigh at least 110 pounds. 

And for Dupins, an active young 
man who liked to play baseball, a 
few pints of blood from his friends 
may speed his return to the playing 
field.

ALBANY — A majority of the Al- 
bany City Council apparently thinks 
city attorneys should be appointed 
but police chiefs should be elected. 

But there is an apparent split on 
whether or not city treasurers 
should be appointed. 

All three city jobs now are 
elected. : 

Council members held a public 
hearing Monday night on the char- 
ter review committee’s recent re- 
commendations for revising the 1927 
city charter. Its most important re- 
commendations propose making the 
city piorne and treasurer posts 
appointive, but Jeavin, the police 
Chics job an elected post. The 
committee also proposed that non- 
residents be eligive for the ap- 
pointed posts and that the jobs of 
treasurer and finance director be 
combined. 

The committee recommended 
that the changes be submitted to the 
voters, possibly by next April. 

After a long discussion, the coun- 
cil instructed City Attorney Robert 
Zweben to prepare new drafts of 
charter changes on some technical 
matters, none having to do with the 
elected jobs. The new drafts, based 
on council suggestions, are to be 
finished in time for the Jan. 2 coun- 
cil meeting, when the next discus- 
sion is scheduled. 

The charter proposals must be in 
final form by Jan. 28 to qualify for 
the April city election ballot; Dwe. 
ben said. 

The plan to appoint the city attor- 
ney has the support of at least two 
council members, Mayor Robert 
Luoma and Councilman Louis 
George. Councilwoman, Joyce

ney is to elect a good city council to 
appoint him. She said the trea- 
surer’s watch-dog role should be 
continued by keeping the post elec- 
tive and not combining: it with the 
finance director. Appointing the 


police chief would make the police | 


department more efficient, she said. 
Both Zweben and Treasurer Ellen 


Zapata have said they would favor a - 


vote on their jobs’ status only if the 


vote includes the police chief's job. 


Zweben opposed appointments for 
his office and Mrs. Zapata favored 
appointment if that is done to the at- 
torney and police chief posts.

Banjo man’s baseball adventures

ALBANY — With 11 years of 
banjo playing at Oakland A’s 
baseball games under his belt, San 
Carlos Avenue resident Dick Oxtot 
has survived a dozen managers and 
such stars as Reggie Jackson, Jim 
“Catfish’’ Hunter, Bert Campaneris 
and Sal Bando. He’s ridden with the 
rollercoaster franchise from the 
depths of despair to three world 
championships and back. 

Through it all Oxtot wishes the A’s 
would stay in Oakland. It’s still a 
good job, he insists, even though at- 
tendance is depressing. 

“Tt’s an easier job for us because 
we don’t have to walk around so 
much,’’ he said of the five-piece jazz 
group that often provides more en- 
tertainment for fans than the hap- 
less A’s. 

If the A’s should move, he said he 
will look for other music-oriented 
weekday jobs in the Bay Area. He 
already heads a four;year-old Gol- 


den Age Jazz Band, which plays on 
weekends at The Point in Point 
Richmond. 

A native of South Carolina, Oxtot 
played the coronet while serving in 
England during World War Two. In 
the 1950’s and 1960’s, he played 
banjo, coronet and bass in the Bay 
Area for numerous dixieland jazz 
bands and, for a brief time, a folk 
group. He has also made numerous 
recordings. His first, for a group in 
1953 called the Dixieland Rhythm 
Kings, included a selection he wrote 
titled ‘Dirty Bottom Stomp.’’ This 
song was dedicated to a ‘‘baby boy 
who pooped in his pants a lot.” 

A San Francisco club he worked in 
around 1963, Roaring Twenties, 
employed a soon-to-be-famous 
cocktail waitress, Carol Doda. 
Famous for her large breasts, Doda 
performs strip-tease acts at The 
Condor on Broadway in The City. 

“She was a cute little girl. really 
into physical fitness,’ Oxtot said. 


“She didn’t have too much in front 
Later on she had silicone. Anyway, 
she used to go to the gym all the 
time wnd work out. She would work 
some of those strength machines as 
well as some of us guys could.” 

Oxtot’s career turned from 
smoke-filled clubs to sporting 
events when he joined a five-piece 
dixieland band for the Oakland 
Seals hockey team in 1967. The 

roup included trombone player 
Bob Mielke, who played with Oxtot 
on a group called the Bearcats in the 
1950's. 

“Those hockey games were terri- 
ble,”’ Oxtot said. “Everybody was 
Bob except me, Bob Mielke. Bob 
Short, Bob Helm, Bob Neighbor. I'd 
say, ‘Hey Bob,’ and they’s all turn 
around.” 

Charles Finley, the controversial 
Seals and A’s owner, signed mem- 
bers of the band to play at all home 
baseball games in 1968. Along with

the violent crime no one talks about

The FBI estimates that half of all 
American women will experience 
battery at some point in their lives. 

Or, to put it another way. in the 
time it takes you to read these two 
paragraphs, a woman is being 
beaten in her home, 

Rape, another form of violence 
against women, has been the sub- 
ject of considerable publicity in re- 
cent years. According to statistics, a 
rape occurs every three minutes. In 
that same period of time, 18 women 
are beaten, but that no one talks 
about. 

The statistics are devastating and 
so is the problem. Although the 
women seem invisible, they aren’t. 
One probably lives on your block. 

“You don’t see many abused 
women on the bus,”’ one activist 
said, ‘‘because they’re too 
humiliated to go out.”’ ‘ 

The question of visibility is a 
major factor: for every woman in a 
refuge, 10 are turned away. And for 
every call made to the police, the 
FBI estimates that 14 beatings go 
unreported. 

The problem of woman-abuse cuts 
across educational, religious, finan- 
cial and ethnic lines. It affects deaf, 
blind, wheelchair-confined and 
other disabled women; it happens in 
upper income, middle income and 
low income neighborhoods. 

In the East Bay the organization 
most directly concerned with

woman-abuse is WAVES (Women 
Against Violence Emergency Ser- 
vices), Begun in 1978, WAVES con- 
sists of about 20 women volunteers 
who want to provide alternatives to 
battered women. 

No woman should have to stay 
with an abusive mate because she 
has no other place to go. Therefore 
WAVES’ highest priority is to raise 
enough money to open a shelter — a 
refuge for battered women and their 
children, where they can receive 
counseling and other services. 

All the existing shelters (see box) 
are full every night. With no other 
options, most women are forced to 
return to the homes where they 
were abused. 


The last training session was not 
just for WAVES volunteers, but 
was also attended by some police of- 
ficers and welfare workers. A new 
training session will begin in 
January. 

“We use all women,” Vizas said, 
“because of the nature of the prob- 
lem. We feel a woman who has been 
battered by a man needs a woman 
first.” 

In addition to crisis counseling, 


WAVES also makes referrals to * 
shelters and offers two support ~

The plastic mesh was the 
most popular. Its large 
holes made it appear to be 
an easy material to work 


on, and its rigidity meant it

represent a different part of 
the train — engine, coal 
car, passenger car, 
caboose, etc. There was 


also a Christmas tree and a 
basket of quiet dice, made 
the same way.

Such was the case when 
Rae and Murdo responded 
to an alarm at-1:54 a.m. at 
The Office, a bar across the 
street from the police sta- 
tion. Bill, the guy who set- 
tled the street argument 
moments earlier, was ap- 
parently getting a little 
rowdy and the officers had 
his friend, Chris, drive him 
home 

But at 2:11 a.m., Rae 
spots Bill in the 7-11 store on 
Solano buying potato chips 
and urges Chris to take him 
home. 

“Sometimes I feel like a 
baby sitter,’’ Rae said. ‘‘I 
have to follow them from 
one place to another until 
they get home.” 

Driving down Solano near 
Santa Fe, a car approaches 
from the other direction 
with its brights on. Rae 
flashes his lights but the 
other driver doesn’t re- 
spond. It turns out Rae rec- 
ognizes the driver, Joey, 
and his wife, Millie. They’re 
the owners of a bar in El 
Cerrito and usually drive 
home this time of night. 

With so much free time on 
their hands, graveyards 
have a greater opportunity 
to learn the names of people 
who frequent Albany at 
night than other officers 
have during their own 
shifts. 

Rae said he knows over 
100 people, including Bill, 
Joey and Millie, on a first- 
name basis. In the course of 
his shift he pointed out 
Mark, a young man who 
walks his dogs every night 
near Albany High. He has 
also given several people 
nicknames. There’s the 
“Electric Man’’, a thin, 
harmless person who often 
wears sequined clothes and 
does disco routines on the 
sidewalks of San Pablo or 
Solano. And there’s *‘Crazy 
Willie’, an elderly man who 
nides in storefronts or does 
anything else to draw the 
attention to an officer. 
Every night, the depart- 
ment gets calls from a Ber- 
<eley woman who claims 
she’s either Shakespeare or 
Attila the Hun. A man car- 
rying a stick and bag over 
his shoulder hobo style col- 
ects aluminum cans at 
sunrise 

We take a brief restroom 
stop at the station at 2:48 
a.m. At 3:10 a.m., we stop 
at the Solano 7-11 store to 
grab cokes and converse

with Kensington Officer 
Mike Ayres. Ayres, like Of- 
ficer Delatorre, chooses to 
hurl a few insults. at Rae. 
Rae responds by spilling 
coke on his pants. 

His pants receive more 
abuse 10 minutes later 
when we drive to Carlson 
and Avila in El Cerrito. A 
man who was arrested by 
El Cerrito police at this in- 
tersection for an outstand- 
ing Albany tarffie warrant, 
asked Albany police to get 
two pool cues and a porta- 
ble radio-cassette player 
out of his station wagon. 
The vehicle left at the inter- 
section had no back door 
and would have been an ob- 
vious target for thieves. We 
deliver the items to the sta- 
tion at 3:25 a.m. and return 
to the streets. 

About this time, Rae usu- 
ally climbs on top of store 
fronts and shakes business 
doors as a security mea- 
sure, At 3:30 a.m., he 
climbs on the roof of 
businesses on the 800 block 
of San Pablo to check for 
prowlers he may not be able 
to see from the street. Mi- 
nutes later, he shakes front 
doors on this block and the 
1100 block of Solano, mak- 
ing sure they’re locked. If 
they’re not, the store owner 
will be called that night to 
lock up. We get back into 
the patrol car at 3:45 a.m. 

“The advantage of get- 
ting out of a car and walk- 
ing around is that it breaks 
up the monotony,’’ Rae 
said. ‘It’s uncomfortable to 
sit in the car all night. If 
you're not careful, you can 
go stir crazy.” 

The next two hours of this 
shift were less exciting than 
the first four. So we passed 
the time talking about 
police work or lack thereof. 

Rae said he is not as con- 
cerned about handing out 
tickets as he is about pre- 
ventative measures. He'd 
rather drive down Solano at 
7 a.m., making sure 
everyone drives 25 miles an 
hour to work, than hide and 
wait for a speedster. 

“At night a lot of people 
tend to drive a little faster 
than they should,” he said. 
“They'll roll through a stop 
sign or something like that. 
If they’re going extremel 
fast I'll stop them. But I'll 
ignore them if they’re just 
marginally over the speed 
limit.”

“Twelve battered women brought 
a class action suit against the Oak- 
land Police Department for their at- 
titude, and they just won,” she said. 

Albany Chief of Police James 
Simmons feels that woman-abuse 
is not much of an issue in his juris- 
diction. 

“There’s very few, maybe two or 
three a year,”’ he said. 

Most of the domestic disturbances 
that his officers are called out on are 
“just arguments,’’ he said. 

Simmons stated that he thought 
the problem was “usually in big 
cities. Here it is middle class resi- 
dential. We’re very fortunate.” 

Kensington police spokesman 
Jack Christian also felt the issue 
was neglible in his area. 

“We get maybe one case a year,” 
he said, *-and they’re usually trans- 
ients.”’ 

These *‘it-can’t-happen-here”’ 
kind of statements make Carla Di- 
mondstein angry: 

“For any police officer to make 
iat statement is outrageous. It’s a

“They are denying something that 
happens and their denial is part of 
the problem. They don’t want to talk 
about it, and that perpetuates it.”’ 

A battered Albany woman called 
the crisis line last week, Dimonds- 
tein said, and WAVES called the Al- 
bany Police for her. 

“They were very helpful.’’ she 
said. 

The police, of course, do not oper- 
ate in a vacuum. They do not make 
the laws nor do they determine sen- 
tences. 

And the police and WAVES work- 
ers are both aware that the victim 
may be unwilling to prosecute. If the 
woman has no place else to go, she 
knows that her angry mate is going 
to be even angrier after the police 
officer has left. 

“It’s a very difficult situation,” 
according to Lt. Blevins of the El 
Cerrito Police Dept. The woman is 
afraid of retribution and is unwilling 
to prosecute.” : 

Most cases of woman-abuse are 
considered battery, a misdemeanor. 
In order for it to be considered a 
felony, there must be severe, 
traumatic injury. 

In practice, Lt. Blevins said, “it 
has to be pretty heavy. not the 
routine husband coming home and 
slapping his wife around a little.” 

Even when the police are called, 
they can’t always make an arrest. 

“If a misdemeanor is not commit- 
ted in the presence of an officer, he 
cannot make an arrest,’’ Blevins 
Said. 

The wife must make a citizen’s 
arrest, he explained. and then the 

olice can intervene. Even if the 

ting occurs in the presence of an 
officer, Blevins went on. the police 
are still reluctant to bring criminal

Despite numerous managerial 
changes and rumors about moving 
the team elsewhere, Oxtot believes 
the band is on Finley’s good side.

“T think the press places too much 
blame on Finley for the demise of 
the A’s,”’ he said. ‘‘I think he would 
have been a fool if he had paid 
Jackson and Rudi, Campaneris and 
Bando what they’re getting with 
those other teams. Hell, there 
wouldn’t be anything left for the rest 
of the team. They say he doesn’t 
promote the team but what promo- 
tion do you need after you get three 
World Series championships?”’

What happens next, he said, is 
that ‘too many cases get thrown out 
of court.” Then the District Attor- 
ney’s office is upset, because 
they’ve put in a lot of work and the 
case falls apart. 

In light of all these complications, 
Blevins said the police concentrate 
tice system, and focusing instead on 
counseling. 

“We do mediation, we refer 
people to counseling,” he said. 

“We haven't had a felony wife- 

beating in at least a year,”’ he said. 
“It’s hard to keep records because 
some of the calls we get are just for 
advice.” 
_ What he does advise women to do 
is to call the police and make a citi- 
zen’s arrest, or to report it to the 
police and then file a complaint with 
the district attorney’s office. 

But he emphasizes that a woman 
must be "serious about it. She must 
be willing to follow through.” 

What this means in practice is 
that she must be ready to end the 
relationship: “if she’s going to try to 
live with him, there’s going to be re- 
tribution,” Blevins said. 

And if she’s going to leave. she kas 
to have someplace to go. Which 
brings us back to Square One: There 
aren't enough women’s shelters. 

While it is true that the more re- 
sources — particularly financial — 
a woman has, the less likely she is to 
stay with an abusive partner, it is 
not true that woman-abuse is a 
lower-class phenomenon. 

Carla Dimondstein: What per- 
petuates the myth that this happens 
to lower income women is that they 
use social service agencies from 
which the statistics are drawn. 

“Women with money have private 
doctors. They have sanitariums. 
Middle class and upper class women 
internalize it — all women do to 
some extent — but poor women will 
go to Welfare and say, ‘I have to get 
out of this situation.’ ” 

Dimondstein has worked with 
women from the inner city and from 
the hills. What they have in common 
is not their class or color, but their 
sex and powerlessness: 

Gloria (not her real name) is one 
of WAVES’ success stories. White, 
32, an X-ray technician, Gloria cal- 
led her marriage “pretty happy.” 

One evening her husband, in 
frustration, slapped her around. She 
called the crisis line, still believing 
that it couldn’t really happen to her. 

The WAVES volunteer explained 
that the pattern was that if it hap 
pened once, it would likely happen 
again, and referred Gloria to a 
therapist and a lawyer. 

She called the hotline a week later 
to report that she had seen the 
lawyer. but she and her husband 
were both going into counseling. 
There have been no repeat episodes. 

Michelle, also white and in her 
early thirties, represents what Di- 
mondstein calls a “classic case”’ of 
woman’abuse. 

Michelle was regularly beaten se- 
verely by her Latino husband. When

is usually up in the air until the last 
moment, like most other commit- 
ments in the Finley organization.

Before the demise of the team, the 
band used to wear yellow pants 
along with a green A’s jacket, yel- 
low shirt and yellow straw hat with 
a green stripe. Oxtot recalled the 
fol Hebel hive © :

More teachers needed 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — There’s been a surplus of 
teachers applying at the public schools in recent years, 
but before long there could be a shortage, says a career- 


placement specialist. 


Benjamin Kronnick of the University of California at 
Riverside said in a telephone interview Wednesday that 
the job market is loosening up. 

But the reason for this is sobering for prospective 
teachers: Many teachers are quitting in frustration. 


“It’s being referred to as teacher burnout,” 


said Kron- 


nick, who is director of educational career services. 


He said 


“teacher burnout” 


causes teachers to leave 


after three to seven years because of ‘the general feeling 


‘of frustration they have with public schools.”’ 


The same 


reasons also may be prompting teachers to retire early. 

Although the job market is still generally tight for 
teachers, Kronnick said high school teachers of 
mathematics, science and special education for the hand- 


icapped are in short supply. 


He predicted that a graduate of an education school 
who a year ago had only a 50 percent chance of finding a 
teaching job, would have a 70 percent chance within two 


years. 


“Some school districts are going to find themselves 
seriously short of teachers if we can’t get the word out to 
the public very quickly” that new teachers are needed.

On Aug. 30, 1909 the 
Board voted to circulate the 
petition to change the name 
to Albany. When more than 
the required number of sig- 
natures were obtained, the 
Board set the date for the 
election as October 30. An 
interesting small note is re- 
corded for the meeting of 
Oct. 4. President Roberts 
stated that Mr. Webster had 
been appointed to act as a 
ballot clerk but was not re- 
gistered and therefore in- 
eligible. John Madden was 
appointed in his place. 

At the Nov. 1 meeting the 
results of the election were 
reported with 38 votes cast 
and 32 in favor and six 
against the change. (The 
low number of voters 
suggests that others than 
Mr. Webster had failed to 
register.) 

he Board of Trustees 
voted to notify the Secret- 
ary of State of the results. 
They also ordered a new 
seal and 1,000 new letter 
heads and 1,000 envelopes 
for the City of Albany, 
named for Albany, New 
York, birthplace of Presi- 
dent Frank Roberts.

Foil, Allardt’s specialty, 
uses a flexible blade about 
43 inches long, weighin 
about 17 ounces. The swor 
is capped with a plastic or 
rubber tip. In competition, 
a score is registered when 
one person strikes his oppo- 
nent’s torso with the tip of 
the sword, or forces him off 
the end of the thin fencing 
strip. 


When one competitor at- | 


tacks and the other defends, 
that is known as a 


“It becomes a conversa- 
tion with the blades,” Al- 
lardt said. ‘When you fence 
you try to pick up the whole 
motion of your opponent’s 
body. If you watch the 
blade, you'll react too 
slowly.” 


Fencing is awkward to 
newcomers because it re- 
quires unnatural body posi- 
tions. The commonly used 
“on guard”’ stance involves 
pointing the lead foot for- 
ward and the back foot 
sideways while in a 
crouched position. After 
learning this stance, stu- 
dents are taught how to ad- 
vance and retreat. Then 
they are taught how to ex- 
tend their fencing arm, 
elbow down, and lunge for- 
ward. 


After about two months, 
Allardt’s students have co- 
vered the basics. Then they 
begin to refine such skills as 
the ‘‘parry,’’ a defense used 
during attack, the 
“riposte’’ or counterattack, 
and the *‘feint’’ or fake at- 
tack. The latter skill is used 
to get an opponent off- 
balance. To avoid getting 
knotted up, lessons include 
plenty of stretching exer- 
cises, with emphasis on the 
thighs. 


“For me, fencing com- 
bines an element of dance 
plus competitive sport, so it 
has an edge to it,’”’ Allardt 
said. ‘‘It’s like being a cat. 
ready to pounce all the 
time. 


“It looks so effortless, it 
looks like you just wave 
your blade around. But 
people don’t realize how 
strenuous it is.”’ 


Out of necessity, fencers 
must wear padded chest 
protectors, normally made 
of double-knit polyester. 


They must also wear a- 


mask with a metal screen 
covering the tace. As a re- 
sult, a fencer can work up a 
good sweat in about 20 mi- 
nutes. It takes time. but 
participants eventually get 
used to the uniform 


“One time I forgot I was 
wearing my mask and I 
went to scratch my face,”’ 
Allardt said

Albany looks for 
winning formula 


ALBANY — A little of Doug Kagawa’s Berkeley High 
background has risen to the surface in recent days. 

The Albany High basketball coach, a former 
backcourt mate of Phil Chenier and later an assistant to 
«Paul Daniels, has done this season what Daniels does 
every year prior to league play — utilize his entire team, 
experimenting and preparing for ACAL competition. 

Kagawa used nine players in the first period of Fri- 
day night’s 60-41 loss to San Ramon, and throughout the 
evening he tried different formulas, hoping for a flash of 
brilliance. It never came, as the Cougars fell to 0-4 while 
the Wolves climbed to 3-0. 

“The last two years we peaked at the end of ‘the sea- 
'son,”’ said Kagawa, whose only returnee from last sea- 
son’s ACAL playoff runners-up, guard Jay Rogers, led 
the Cougars with 15 points. ‘‘Maybe it just takes a little 
longer,” he said of his team’s inexperience. 

“T’ve been just using different combinations, hope- 
fully to find some chemistry that’ll work together,” he 
added. 

Albany’s shot selection Friday night was good, but it 
was one of those nights when the ball wouldn’t fall. The 
Cougars hit 16 of 47 shots while San Ramon picked the 
Cougar defense apart with a 26-of-51 game. 

“You can run your offense and get your 10-12 toot- 
ers,” shrugged Kagawa. “‘If they don’t go in, there’s no- 
thing you can do.” 

The most important statistic though, may well have 
been Rogers’ assist total. The 5-8 senior, who hit six of 11 
shots and made five steals, had just one assist, even 
though he ran the Cougars’ fast break offense. 

“He made quite a few good passes where the guys 
didn’t complete the good shots,”’ explained Kagawa. ‘“‘He 
understands his role. He’s the only returner and he’s 
taken a lot of responsibility upon himself.” 

San Ramon, meanwhile, shot its way out of Albany’s 
zone and then punctured the Cougars’ man-for-man de- 
fense down the stretch. 

The two teams battled to an early 8-8 tie when Albany 
hit its first cold spell. The Cougars went five minutes 
without a hoop before Joey Carranza converted a steal 
into a layin. By then the Wolves held a 16-10 advantage, 
and Kagawa abandoned the 2-1-2 zone. 

“They were getting open shots and they have good 
shooters,’’ explained Kagawa. ‘‘We opened with a zone so 
we could switch to a man-for-man if they were hot.” 

After trailing by eight at halftime, Albany began mak- 
ing steal after steal, but could come no closer than five 
minute lapse by Albany stretched the Wolves’ lead. 

Forward Sean Smith was the only Cougar besides 
Rogers to reach double figures, scoring 10 points and 
joining with Rogers to score 19 of Albany’s 22 second-half 
points.

Of all the crises that confront people, probably none 
is more devastating than the death of a spouse. The 
trauma is so great that the survivor often goes into a 
state of shock, unable to make decisions or to try to build 
a new life. 

And as we grow older, the likelihood of becoming a 
widow or widower is so much greater. 


After the funeral, the visits of relatives and friends 
become less frequent. The bereaved must deal alone not 
only with personal sorrow but also with new dilemmas in 
almost every aspect of life. 

Financial and legal affairs, housing, employment 
and even meal preparation can present problems and 
challenges for the widow or the widower.

To help themselves cope with some of these prob- 
lems, many around the country are turning for guidance 
and support to voluntary widowed-persons programs. 

These programs put them in touch with other widows 
and widowers who have faced the same seemingly insol- 
uble decisions and heartbreak. Often only someone who 
has suffered a similar loss is able to empathize with the 
grieving person. 

To assist communities in setting up such programs 
for people of all ages, the National Retired Teachers As- 
sociation, American Association of Retired Persons and 
Action for Independent Maturity have jointly prepared 
organizational training manuals that describe such ser- 
vices as: 

—Outreach. Widowed volunteers visit the newly be- 
reaved to discuss their problems on a one-to-one basis. 

—Telephone service. A telephone number offers 
widowed people referral information and assistance — 
plus an opportunity just to talk. 

—Group sessions. Formal group sessions bring the 
widowed together to discuss problems and provide 
mutual assistance. 

—Public education. The resources of local public- 
service agencies and educational media are used to call 
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UC’s long-range strategy

BERKELEY — Facing potential 
enrollment and budget shrinkages, 
UC-Berkeley officials propose step- 
ping up minority student enrollment 
as well as a possible increase in tui- 
tion and a revamping of under- 
graduate teaching. 

The UC-Berkeley administration, 
which is continuing its effort to get 
permission to return the local cam- 
pus to the semester system, will try 
to keep enrollment here at its cur- 
rent strained level even as other UC 
campuses prepare for an antici- 
pated reduction of students. 

But Vice Chancellor I. Michael 
Heyman said in an interview Wed- 
nesday that the Berkeley campus 
will not lower admission standards 
to keep enrollment high, nor will it 
take on remedial teaching for a sec- 
ond generation of television viewers 
who may not have college-level 
academic skills. 

Heyman unveiled a draft of a 
long-range academic planning 


statement for the Berkeley campus 


that discussed enrollments, re- 
sources and programs. He em- 
ee that faculty comment is 
eing requested before a final plan-

ning statement is sent in January to 
the systemwide administration, 
which is formulating a systemwide 
academic plan for the 1980s. 

He noted that few of the proposals 
in the draft statement can be im- 
plemented without the cooperation 
of the campus Academic Senate. 

Ironically, Heyman’s proposals 
clash somewhat with proposals by a 
faculty committee of the campus 
senate division. The Committee on 
Academic Planning urged the cam-

Deukmejian said there 
were 56 gang-connected 
homicides in 1978 compared 
to 9 in 1977. He said gang- 
related robberies, assaults 
and narcotics activities also 
declined. : 

Deukmejian said the fe . 
corresponded wit 
stepped-up police activity 
against the prison gangs, 


the Mexican Mafia, 
Nuestra Familia, Black 
Guerrilla Family and 


Aryan Brotherhood, which 
have out-of-prison opera- 
tions. 

But despite the decline in 
crime, the gangs remain 
active, concluded the 1I- 

ge report, part two of a 
our-part series on or- 
ganized crime in California. 

The first segment, re- 
leased last month, said an 
increasing number of or- 
— crime figures had 

2n moving to California, 
but that the word was 
spreading among gangsters 
to stay out of the state “be- 
cause there is too much 
heat from police.” 

The second segment, 
which seemed to be largely 
a repeat of old data about 
prison gangs, said the Mex- 
ican Mafia was the most 
sophisticated of the four 
gangs. 


It has 150 to 200 members 
and 600 associates and 
sympathizers, the report 
said, and has attempted to 
move into such activities as 
narcotics distribution, pro- 
tection and gambling. The 
report noted that the gang 
also inflitrated an East Los 
Angeles drug rehabilitation 
program 


Nuestra Familia, with 
150-200 members and as 
many as 500 associates and 
sympathizers, was involved 
in 4 killings in 1977 which

But the report said in 
creased pelted action 
against the gang led to a 70 
percent drop in killings by 
the gang and a 50 percent 
dip in other street crimes 


The Black Guerrilla 
Family has been unable to 
establish a strong organiza- 
tion outside prison, despite 
an attempt last year to take 
over narcotics trafficking 
in San Francisco Bay area

It is now attempting to af- 
filiate itself with 
nonprison-based revolutio- 
nary groups, according to

The Aryan Brotherhood, 
the report said, often lines

One can will then cost, $4.60, two 
cans $6.75 and three cans $8.50. 

At present the fees’ are $4, $5.75 
and $7.10 respectively. 

The decision to raise the rates 
came after the council studied a 
confidential audit of East Bay. 
Sanitary’s revenues, expenditures, 
assets and liabilities. City Manager 
Richard Brown said the audit will 
not be made public at the request of 
East Bay Sanitary executive Clyde 
Figone. | 

rown refused to say what profits 
the company earns, what its re- 
venues are and what rate of return it

earns. 

‘Neither would Figone provide de- 
tails. Asked what profits his com- 
pany makes, Figone replied ‘‘not 
‘enough’’ and then hurried from the 
council chambers. 


But from remarks made by the 
council in their discussion of the 
rate increase request, .it was dis- 
closed that: 

e The scavenger company had 
never before been audited by the 
city. In the past, a profit and loss 
sheet was sometimes provided to 
city staff. 

e El Cerrito earns $50,000 per 

ear from its franchise, according

e The equity value of the com- 
‘pany has doubled since 1977. What it 
‘is now was not revealed, however. 

e If it weren’t for a major expen- 
diture due next year, the company 
would not require a rate increase, 
Councilman Richard Spellman said. 
The nature of the expenditure was 
not disclosed. 

e The company also has “‘large 
sums”’ of cash in bank accounts, 
Spellman said. 

East Bay Sanitary charges the 
lowest fees in the county, Del 
Simone said, and provides “‘excel- 
lent’’ service.

EL CERRITO — County Super- 
visor Tom Powers’ real estate: in- 
vestment pattern Acorn Prop- 
erties, has received’ an exclusive ' 
negotiating agreement from the city 
for a parcel of land in the rede- 
velopment area. 

Powers’ group will be the only po- 
tential investors the city will deal 
with for the next two months. The 
group is interested in purchasing 
and developing an approximately 
one acre tract near the Lucky Mar- 
ket on the east side of San Pablo Av- 
enue. 

The land is now owned by Santa Fe 
Railway, which has indicated it 
would not sell the property unless the 
city uses its power of erhinent do- 
main, which would allow the rail- 
road to escape capital gains taxes. 

Powers’ original proposal, was de- 
layed by the council for a month to 
allow other developers to submit 


proposals. Tony Carrico, who owns 
property adjacent to the site, ex- 

ressed interest in the land but asked 
for additional time, to Jan. 7, to de- 
velop a competitive plan. His re- 
quest, however, was denied. 


Acorn Properties’ plans for the 
land remain to be worked out. In the 
past Powers’ and other have said 
they might use the San Pablo Avenue 
frontage for retail and the remain- 
der of the property for wholesale op- 
erations or other non-public com- 
mercial purposes. 

Although the city won’t be talking 
to other developers for the next two 
months, several council members 
said Acorn Properties does not have 
an exclusive right to the property. 

Mayor Gary MacLaren said the 
city can reject the company’s plans 
at a later date if they are unsatis- 
factory. 


How PG&E could cut 
its latest rate hike 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — Pacific 
Gas & Electric Co.’s $425 million 
natural gas rate increase could be 
slashed by 39:percent if the utility 
were allowed to buy icheaper 
California gas, a Pub ic! Utilities 
Commission attorney says: 

PUC staff attorney Tom Grant told 
the opening hearing on the gas phase 
of a $910 million gas-electricity rate 
increase application Monday that 
$166.9 million could be cut from the 
request. 

But the PUC would have to permit 
PG&E to purchase more California 
gas, whichis cheaper than Canadian 
gas, Grant said. t 


Some 49 percent of the utility’s gas 
comes from Canada and only 14 per- 
cent from California, he said. 
Another 37 percent comes from El 
Paso Natural Gas in the southwest. 

Under state policy, the PUC re- 
stricts purchase of California 
natural gas to conserve supplies for 
the future. 


The utility says the annual natural 
as rate increase is needed to offset 
igher supply costs. 


If the full gas rate request is 
granted, a monthly bill for a cus- 
tomer using 100 therms would go up 
$7.22 to $31.75 and 200 therms up 
$14.48 to $72.44.

The council in Albany, of 
course, faces very different prob- 
lems from those of the Richmond 
school board. Richmond schools 
are a huge enterprise with more 
students than there are residents 
in Albany 

And in what appears to be a 
universal rule, the more freedom 

ranted the audience, the longer 
the meeting lasts. This is weari- 
some for elected officials and 
their staff, tedious for reporters 
and, it seems, endlessly 
exhiliarating for the person at the 
microphone, 

While Albany’s government 
meetings can be likened to a sen- 
tentious but friendly family get- 
together, and Richmond school 
board patteaf to an audience 
with an unkindly rich uncle, the 
Hercules city council meetings 
are downright homey. 

Citizens are asked to fill out a 
small form before speaking and 
that about sums up the rules. 

Audience and council members 
mix freely after meetings. Public 
participation is generally encour- 
oped. Intermissions are called 
after two hours and coffee, 
cookies and candy are available 
for a small donation. 

Pinole’s city council operates 
much the same way. Speakers 
sometimes drone on, fearing not 
much more than a withering look 
from the long-suffering city clerk. 

Pinole shares with Richmond 
schools the unenviable distinction 
of providing uncomfortable 
chairs for the audience. Board 
meetings for Richmond schools 
are so cut and dried, they gener- 
ally don’t last long so people need 
not squirm as much as their coun- 
terparts in Pinole. 

What, then, of Berkeley? 

Berkeley is a funny case. At one 
school board meeting a couple of 
years ago, the board members 
were chased out of the hall by 
people in the audience. 

Cursing and shouting were the 
standard mode of communica- 
tion. But after years of near riot, 
the board adopted a strict set of 
written rules governing who can 
speak out and for how long. 

For example, speakers get 
three minutes to state their case, 
according to the rules. But the 
board is loose in enforcing this. 

In general, the board is consi- 
dered responsive. And>for one 
reason or another, peor aut 
talk as dirty as they used to.
